growth. These incubators are gener- 
ally made of some form of metal and 
have double walls of that material. | 
Between ,walls water is placed and 
heat is put underneath the incubator 
and. the temperature is regulated by 
special means. Most bacteria grow 
or multiply best about body tempera- 
ture but some will grow at very low 
temperatures and even if frozen in ice 
will grow. when ice melts if we give 
them heat and suitable material to 
feed on. . 

Some bacteria like the typhoid have 
the faculty of moving about in water 
by means. of very fine roots that are 
attached all over their surface and 
are continually moving like the 
branches of a tree in a breeze. 

Other bacteria when the food is 
scarce or when the heat is strong have 
the power to shrivel up and form a 
thick capsule or shell like the hull of 
grain or seeds and can-stay that way 
just as seeds do over Winter. They will 
grow again by bursting their shell 
when- they get the proper heat and 
moisture and food in exactly the same 
way as seeds do when the warm April 
sun comes and the rains prepare the 
soil for our crops. 

Each of thése little ‘bacteria grows 
or multiplies by swelling up and di- 
viding into two, these two each divide, 
and so on, With some microbes that 
occur, every twenty mintues, so one 
can easily’ understaid how -bacteria 
can grow fast, for instance in a can of 
milk standing in the warm sun by the 
roadside or in a station platform on 
a summer day. And why shouldn't 
they?

The two coun- 
tries must act with a. common aim 
and with the ‘hope of establishing new 
conditions in Europe. 

“J don’t look for the breakup of the 
German empire unless it comes from 
internal reyolution, but we shall have 
a right to remove the conditions which 
endanger. peace. For instance, Prus- 
sia should not be permitted in future 
to exercise a preponderating influence 
in the counci!s of Germany because 
as things are, Prussia is the menace. 
The franchise in Prussia should be 
made the same as in Other parts of 
Germany. Prussia should be rendered 
impotent in a military sense, and its 
artificial majqrity in the Bundesrath 
removed so that parliament may have 
the deciding voice in the affairs of thu 
nation. 

“Then we must have a reduction ir 
armaments. I don't see the millenium 
in sight yet, bui the production o 
arms could be conirolled by an inter 
national commission on which the 
present belligerents and neutrals 
would be represented. This, commis- 
sion would have its agents in every 
country to see that the manufacture 
of arms was reduced to th; scale im- 
posed on all nations. Limitation of 
armaments can be accomplished only 
by international agreement, and it 
would be necessary to have an inter- 
national force to see that those agree- 
ments were observed.”

“There will be no lessening of ef- 
forts,” he said, “when Ahe_ Germans 
are driven out of France. France re- 
gards the struggle as a war of civHiza- 
tion, and is prepared ‘to act up to the 
spirit. of Premier Viviani’s recent de- 
claration. France was never so for- 
tunate in the absence of ambitious 
men searching after self-glerifications. 
There is more unity of national senti- 
ment than in England, and a supreme 
desire to subdue an element. which 
would tend to weaken France inter- 
nally.” .

Northern Servia, one of the objects be- 
ing to obtain possession and control 
ot the railway between Belgrade and 
Buigaria, 


Matters looked very bad indeed for} 


Sorvia toward the end of November, | 
Belgrade was evacuated and the} 
army withdrawn to a new line of de- 
fence well within Servian territory { 
in the direction of Kragujevatz. The | 
evacuation of “Belgrade, although it | 
proved eventually to have been a | 
wise step, had a very disheartening 
effect. for the moment on the Servian 
army. 

At that moment King Peter of Ser- | 
via, now more than seventy years old, | 
who has for-some time past been in| 
very poor health and has withdrawn | 
much from public affairs; determined | 

to go to the front and to appeal to | 

the army to make one great effort. 

He went along a great part of the 

Servian line and made a stirring ad-} 

dress. He said that if any men wish- 

ed to give up the struggle; go back 
to their homes and submit to defeat, 
let them step out from the ranks. He 
gaye them his word that they would 
be allowed to do so; let the rest re- 
main with him. No ‘one moved. ~The | 
king then said, the army being with 
them, let them take the offensive [ 
and never relax their. efforts till 
every Austrian was driven out of 

Servian territory. 

From that time—December —Servia 
has won success. When the first de 
ports ‘reached the outer world that 
the Servians had taken many’ thous- 
ands of prisoners and enormous quant- 
ities of material, they were received 
with doubt, but it soon became evi- 
dent that reports did not even: fully 
describe the almost incredible suc- 

‘cess which has attended the Servian 
movements, and has been continuous 
since December 11 the number of 
prisoners taken was little if anything 
short of 40,000, the Austrians had 
been driven back to the confines of 

Servia, and it. was momentarily ex- 

oa that Belgrade would be evacu- 

ated, 

These successes have caused the 
greatest enthusiasm throughout Ser- 
via and ‘have given fresh heart to an 
army which had already accomplished 
wonders, but had been tired and was 
much worn out. ; 

One result of the Servian successes 
is that the country is full of prisoners, 
and the support of this large number 
of men is a heavy expense. 

The. Servian makes an excellent 
soldier.
